duce 820,000,000 and probably 825,- 
000,000 in 1895, and that thereafter 
© the gold product of that State will 
reach that of the silver and will even 
exceed it. 

Loudon, Oct. 1. — A dispatch to the 
Times from Frankfort says that the 
London correspondent of the Prank- 
tort Zeitung telegraphs that he has 
learned from au excellent source that 
Japan, if she is victorious over China 
intends to divide China into three in- 
dependent kiugdoms, which will he 
placed under the rule Jof native prin- 
ces, one of whom will be Li Hung 
Chang. If necessary, Japan will call 
a conference of the powers to decide 
the matter. 

Buenos Ayres, Sept. 30. — A corres- 
pondent in Rivera, Brazil, sends word 
that fighting has broken out again In 
the province of Rio Grande do Sul, 
betwecu the rebels and the govern- 
ment troops at four different points, 
aud that the insurgents are getting 
the better of it. They have arms and 
ammunition and declare that they in- 
tend to fight to the bitter end. In all 
the frontier towns the people are join- 
ing the revolters, and the ufiair seems 
_ to be a ipopening of the war. 

Jfr Montgomery, Ala., Sept. 30.— A 
eiugle tax colony, to be operated on 
the single tax theory of Henry Georgo 
has been located near Duphne, Bald- 
win county, Ala., on the eastern shot a 
of Mobile Bay. It will be composed 
of oue hundred families, mostly from 
Iowa.

Carlisle’s Silver Coinage. 

For more than two months past, 
frequent mention has been made by 
Washington correspondents of the re- 
sumption of stiver dollar coinage by 
order of the Secretary of the Treasury 
Various coujectures have been made 
in regard to the matter, such os that 
the Seoretary was coiuing dollars for 
political purposes in the Southern 
States, and would stop after the elec- 
tion was over, and that ho was merely j, 
working off a lot of “blanks” which 
were prepared for coining many 
months ago. 

To put au eud to these conjectures 
Secretary Carlisle wrote a letter for 
publichtion to Representative J. B. 
Heard, of the free silver crowd. He 
stated that the dollar coinage amount- 
ed to 8430,000 in July aud 8728,000 
in August, that about the latter sum 
would be coined this mouth, “and 
thereafter such amount will he coiued 
as the Secretary may consider advisa- 
ble under the circumstances.’’ 

He further states that the seignior- 
age on the amouut coined was paid 
into the Treasury and used for the 
ordinary purposes of the government, 
aud the remainder was held to pro- 
vide for the redemption ot the Sher- 
man notes, as required by law. 

He stated that bis authority for this 
coinage was conferred by the 3d see 
tton of the Sherman act, which provi- 
ded that two million ouncesof the bu - 
lion purchased in pursuance of the act 
should be' coined each month until Ju- 
ly 1, 1891, and thereafter as much 
should be coiued us might “-he neces- 
sary to provide for the redemption of 
the treasury notes, ” He further stat- ;

If however his forces are 
beateD and his power laid in the dust, 
it is but a question oi time when re- 
volts will occur in all the districts 
which are held together by the su- 
peistitioiis fear of the power of the 
throne. 

There is no limit to [lie myths and 
suporslitiona which attach themselves 
to the imperial throue. It is believed 
by the common people that the Em- 
peror possesses supernatural power, 
and that his judgments are dictated by 
spiritual influences so powerful that 
human craft aud cunniugcau not aval 
against them.
